WAR  NEWS. 

THE  LATEST  FROM  THE  SPAT 
OF  WAR  IN  FAR  EAST. 


WEDNESDAY’S  SUMMARY. 

There  will  soon  be  a  demand  for  an 
affidavit  with  every  war  “special.”  8t. 
Petersburg,  which  is  in  telegraphio  com¬ 
munication,  has  beard  nothing  of  The 
Daily  Telegraph’s  Port  Arthur  battle,  in 
which  the  Askold,  the  Novik  and  a  Torpedo 
boat  were  said  to  have  been  badly  damag¬ 
ed.  What  is  more  significant,  the  Japan¬ 
ese  make  no  report  of  an  engagement 
The  story  is  probably  an  exaggerated 
version  of  the  light  of  Feb,  2G,  in  wbioh  the 
Russians  admit  that  the  Askold  was  hit, 
or  must  be  taken  merely  as  an  unconfirm¬ 
ed  rumor,  one  more  in  an  exceedingly  large 
lot.  Of  official  news  there  is  very  little. 
Japan  has  ocoupied  Icbioyang,  a  Corean 
town  north  of  Pingyang,  for  which  the 
Russians  were  making  a  dash,  and  the 
Japanese  are  now  holding  it  against  the 
Russian  raiders.  The  Japanese  general 
staff  and  &  regiment  of  guards  have  left 
Japan  for  the  front.  Ttujj^neans  that  the 
concentration  of  tho  .FapAese  forces  in 
Corea  is  pretty  well  compHted.  and  that 
the  army  will  in  a  few  Jays  be  set  in 
motion  toward  Yalu.  As  the  advance 
guard  is  now  80  miles  from  the  boundary 
of  Manchuria,  and  as  ten  miles  a  day 
through  the  Corean  mountains  passes 
will  be  fair  progress,  it  will  probably  be 
the  middle  of  next  week  before  the  army 
arrives  on  the  banks  of  the  Yalu.  What 
then?  Some  military  critics,  whose  friend¬ 
ship  for  Japan  is  undoubted,  strongly  urge 
abandonment  of  the  idea  of  sn  advance 
into  Manchnrio,  and  urge  that  Japan 
should  form  an  impregnable  line  of  defence 
by  field  works  and  well-posted  mobile 
troops  along  the  Yalu,  awaiting  there  the 
Russian  advance.  Ibis  advice,  however 
was  tendered  on  the  assumption  that 
Russia  has  1. jO.COO  e 0 eotives  in  Manchuria. 
A  Times  correspondent  at  Vienna  says 
that  there  will  not  be  177,000  men  sooth  of 
Harbin  U!l  March  20th,  the  inference  beiug 
that  there  are  barely  100,000  Russians  in 
Mancburia  today.  Japan  has  no  railways 
to  guard.  Her  supplies  come  by  Bea,  aud 
until  ehe  gets  quite  a  distance  into  Sian 
oburia  it  will  be  a  fairly  light  ta*k  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  line  of  communication.  Russia, 
on  the  other  baud,  with  15  000  Chinese 
regulars  and  thousands  of  Manchurian 
bandits  .w  ithin  striking  distance  of  the 
railway  by  which  alone  men  and  material 
can  reach  the  front,  must  detach  a  large 
force  to  maintain  the  railway  intact  It  is 
evident  that  she  cannot  assemble  more 
than  80,000  men  to-day  for  field  servics, 
and  Japan  can  aDd  probably  will  poc  two 
men  into  tbe  /one  of  operations  for  one 
Russian.  The  .Japanese  onoo  more  across 
the  Yalu  will  swing  west  toward  the 
Liaotung  Peninsula,  will  invest  Port 
Arthur  aud  will  push  along  the  railway 
into  Manchuria  in  suoh  formation  as  will 
beBt  hold  back  a  relieving  force. 


THURSDAY’S  SUMMARY. 

The  report  of  Admiarl  Starck  to  the 
Czar  announcing  that  there  has  been  no 
fighting  of!  Port  Arthur  since  Friday  last, 
that  the  J  apanese  fleet  baa  not  been  teen 
since  Saturday,  and  that  cruisers  and 
torpedo  boats  scouting  within  a  radius  of 
sixty  miles  of  Port  Arthur  failed  to  find 
the  Japanese,  demolishes  at  one  blow  all 
the  elaborate  reports  of  c.  “win  or  die” 
fight  to  capture  Part  Aithnr  on  Tnesday. 
That  tbe  disappearance  of  tbe  Japanese 
fleet  is  another  of  Admiral  Togo's  ruses 
goes  witbont  saying,  but  one  guess  as  to 
his  plans  is  as  good  as  another.

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR. 

Daseronto,  Feb.  l»3tb,  1901. 

To  the  Editor  We  wish  to  call  the 
ittention  of  your  readers  generally  and  the 
investing  public  in  particular  to  the  work 
3eiog  carried  on  at  Melrose  in  the  attempt 
to  find  oil  there.

The  report  of  Admiarl  Starck  to  the 
Czar  announcing  that  there  has  been  no 
fighting  off  Port  Arthur  sinco  Friday  last, 
that  the  J  apanese  fleet  ImB  not  been  seen 
since  Saturday,  and  that  cruisers  and 
torpedo  boats  scouting  within  a  radius  of 
sixty  miles  of  Port  Arthur  failed  to  find 
the  Japanese,  demolishes  at  one  blow  all 
the  elaborate  reports  of  o.  "win  or  die” 
tight  to  capture  Port  Aitbnr  on  Tuesday. 
That  tbe  disappearance  of  the  Japanese 
fleet  is  another  of  Admiral  Togo's  ruses 
goes  withont  saying,  but  one  guess  as  to 
hiB  plans  is  as  good  as  another.  Is  it  a 
case  of  "put  your  finger  in  the  crow’s  nest: 
the  crow's  not  at  home"?  Having  failed  to 
battle  up  the  Russian  ships,  is  tbe  wily 
.lap  now  trying  to  entice  them  out?  In 
considering  this  problem  one  must  bear  in 
mind  that  there  arB  somewhere  in  Port 
Arthur  inner  harbor  a  number  of  Russian 
battleships,  three  at  all  events,  still  in 
fighting  trim,  each  drawing  twenty-six 
feet  of  water.  These  ships  cannot  dash 
out  and  into  tbo  harbor  at  will,  because  at 
low  water  tbe  cbanel  is  only  twenty  feet  in 
depth.  Even  at  high  tide  the  water  is 
only  twenty-nino  feet,  and  this  explains 
why— even  before  the  Uetvizin  and  the 
Japanese  hulks  further  obstructed  the 
entrance  —it  took  IDree  days  to  get  the 
battleships  out  of  the  inner  harbor  prior  to 
the  opening  of  hostilities.  Togo  has 
evidently  decided  that  he  cannot  destroy 
the  battleships  in  tho  inner  harbor  by 
long  range  lire.  If  he  could  get  them  out 
and  attack  them  during  the  ebb  tide  they 
could  not  got  back  under  shelter,  and, 
would  bo  open  to  attack  either  by 
shell  or  torpedo.  It  is  safe  to  believe  that, 
invisible  us  tne  Japanese  fleet  is  to 
Russian  ecouts,  there  will  be  a  very  lively 
time  if  tho  battleships  in  Port  Arthur 
again  show  their  colors  in  tbe  outer  road¬ 
steads

Japanese  Sink  More  Russian 
Warships. 


PORT  ARTHUR  BOMBARDED. 

A  despatch  to  the  London  Daily 
Telegraph  from  Yin-Kow,  dated  Fob. 
29.  says: — 

•Fifteen  Japanese  warships  furious¬ 
ly  bombarded  Port  Arthur  from  10 
o  clork  to  12  o'clock  this  morning. 
The  Russian  cruiser*  Novik,  Askold, 
and  Bnynn,  accompanied  by  four  tor¬ 
pedo  boats,  steamed  out  to  meet  the 
attack.  They  were,  however,  forced 
to  retire.  The  Askold  was  in  a 
sinking  condition.  the  Novik  was 
badly  damaged,  and  a  torpedo  boat, 
was  sunk.  The  Russian  battleship 
Retvi/an  was  again  damaged.  The 
Japanese  withdrew  in  good  order.” 

With  the  exception  of  the  Yin-Kow 
despatch  to  the  Telegraph*  which  is 
not  confirmed  either  officially  or  un¬ 
officially.  there  in  no  important  news 
iron  the  front  Obviously  there  is 
nothing  improbable  in  t h« •  story  of

TIE  EMPEROR  OP  JAP1B 

THluTY-nVE  YEAB8  OF 
BENEFICENT  RTTUB. 

H°w  Japan  Found  Hersslf— The 
Magical  Blossoming  of 
An  Empire. 

Life  must  seem  like  a  dream  to 
Mutsuhito,  the  Emperor-magician  of 
Japan,  the  man  of  the  hour  in  the 
Far  Bast  to-day.  as  he  looks  back  to 
the  vtfme  when  he  came  to  power.  As 
long  as  Japan  has  a  place  in  the 
world  his  name  must  live  on  the  roll 
of  the  world '8  great  men. 

It  is  not  given  to  many  of  the 
great  world-figures  who  made  his¬ 
tory  and  founded  empires  to  sow  the 
e^  Beed  and  watch  the  harvest  gathered 
p  in.  England  toiled  painfully  through 
the  centuries,  through  war  and  revo¬ 
lution,  now  suffering  long  oppression, 
now  beating  down  its  kings,  out  of 
the  long  ni£it  of  feudalism  into  ihe 
freedom  which  she  has  spread 
throughout  the  earth.  But  to  one 
man  in  the  world  it  has  been  given 
to  find  a  nation  bound  and  to  set  it 
free,  to  ascend  a  feudal  throne  und 
to  base  it  firm  upon  the  people’s 
will. 

Mutsuhito  has  brought  Japan  to 
Europe.  It  is  almost  as  if  he  nad, 
by  a  stroke  of  a  magic  wand,  trans¬ 
formed  the  England  of  the  Conqueror 
into  the  England  of  to-day.  Half  a 
thousand  years  seem  to  have  slipped 
by  forgotten  in  the  generation  which 
Mutsuhito  has  reigned. 

ONE  MAN’S  LIFE. 

Time  and  history  seem  both  to  bo 
playing  tricks  when  we  think  of  the 
rise  of  Japan.  The  'things  which 
should  be  centuries  old  are  only  thir¬ 
ty  years,  and  almost  on  the  samo 
page  we  find  Prime  Ministers  and 
feudal  lords.  There  are  men,  and 
men  not  very  old,  who  remember 
when  for  an  Englishman  to  set  foot 
in  Japan  was  a  perilous  thing,  wften 
•Japan  \»us  to  Europe  as  a^Trosod 
book  which  none  hud  dared  to  open. 
Then,  across  the  vast  distance,  came 
rumblings  of  a*  storm,  the  dim  mes¬ 
sage  of  a  rt^khty  change,  and  Europe 
knew  that  Mutsuhito,  a  young  man 
In  an  old  country,  the  youngest,  per¬ 
haps,  of  all  the  rulers  in  the  world, 
had  broken  down  the  power  of  cen¬ 
turies,  swept  aside  all  but  a  thous¬ 
and  yeq,rs  of  custom,  and  laid  the 
foundations  of  a  new  Japan.  * 

It  was  the  work,  as  it  were,  of  a 
night.  In  a  short  war  the  Shogun, 
the  dynasty  which  had  ruled  Japan 
for  seven  hundred  years,  was  over¬ 
thrown,  and  the  dynasty  which 
through  all  tile  centuries  had  ruled 
Japan  in  name  now  ruled  in  fact. 
That  was  in  1808,  when  Mutsuhito 
was  sixteen,  and  it  seems  an  incred¬ 
ible  thing  oiriside  a  novel  that  a 
youth  in  his  teens  should  lead  a  king¬ 
dom  out  of  Egypt  into  the  Promised 
Land.  Yet  all  that  is  modern  and 
powerful  in  Japan  has  come  into  be¬ 
ing  since  the  Emperor  was  sixteen, 
and  in  his  short-life  is  bound  up  all 
the  strange  change  which  has  made 
Japan  the  hope  of  the  East  to-day. 

A  MIGHTY  SACRIFICE. 

Even  now  there  arc  times  when 
Japan  looks  rather  like  a  picture  in 
fx  fairy  book  than  a  country  on  the 
map.  At  the  Emperor’s  garden  par¬ 
ty  gray  veterans  scrape  up  the  soil 
where  his  chair  rested  and  carry  it 
away,  and  if  the  Emperor  has  token 
a  piece  of  cake  and  left  half  of  it. 
no  guest  need  think  twice  who  would 
carry  off  t lie  crumbs.  When  a  prince 
is  born,  he  who  presents  the  babe  to 
Mutsuhito  must  cover  his  mouth  lest 
he  breathe  by  chance  upon  an  Em¬ 
peror  of  Japan,  and  Alice  in  all  her 
dream  of  IVonderland  saw  nothing 
more  rtrnnge  than  she  might  have 
really  seen  if  she  had  been  awake  in 
the  Land  of  the  Rising  Sun.

Men  who  ruled  Japan  before  Mutsu¬ 
hito  w«c  born  live  humble  lives  to¬ 
day.  Sons  of  the  feudal  lords,  whose 
ancestors  lived  in  great  castles,  led 
grant  armies,  and  ruled  great  terri¬ 
tories,  are  servants  of  shopkeepers 
and  clerks  now.  Even  the  pensions 
which  were  to  have  gone  on  for  ever 
were  bought  up  by  the  State  in  its 
transforming  days,  and  liberty,  equ¬ 
ality,  end  fraternity  have  been  cut 
deep  in  vivid  letters  across  the  liv¬ 
ing  Japan. 

Thirty-live  short  years,  and  to-day 
men  tremble  to  think  what  thirty- 
five  short  hours  may  bring  for  this 
magical  land  of  the  modern  world.

At  a  conference  which  met  in  Wash¬ 
ington  in  1882  to  adopt  a  common- 
prime  meridian  to  bo  used  in  reckon¬ 
ing  longitude  and  delegates  represent¬ 
ing  26  countries  decided  in  favor  of 
taking  the  meridian  of  Greenwich.  A 
resolution  was  adopted  to  the  effect 
that  the  universal  day  be  n  mean  so¬ 
lar  day.  beginning  at  the  hour  of 
midnight  of  the  initial  meridian. 

When  it  is  noon  at  London  one 
date  and  day  prevail  all  over  tho 
earth.  If  noon  is  either  eust  or  west 
of  London  there  arc  two  days  in  op-

When  a  despatch  dated  Tokio, 
Thursday,  0  a.m.,  is  published  in  tho 
daily  papers,  wc  must  remember  that 
the  telegram  was  sent  when  .  our 
clocks  registered  3.40  p.m.  on  Wed¬ 
nesday.  Such  a  despatch  is  publish¬ 
ed  in  a  morning  paper  on  Friday,  so 
it  must  be  seen  that  the  event  oc¬ 
curred  more  than  two  days  before,  in¬ 
stead  of  the  day  before,  as  the  date 
would  seem  to  show.

England  has  Just  lost  a  king.  It 
ia  not,  however,  Edward  VII.,  the 
ruler  of  the  British  Empire,  who  has 
been  gathered  to  his  fathers,  but  Sir 
Albert  Wood,  who  was  crownod  Gar¬ 
ter,  principal  King-at-Arms.  just  35 
years  t^go  with  all  the  customary 
coremonial  tby  tho  Duke  of  Norfolk  in 
his  capacity  as  Earl  Marshal  of 
England.  Sir  Albert’s  coronation 
took  placo  at  tho  College  of  Heralds, 
and  after  the  administration  o t  tho 
oath  of  office  his  head  was  anointed 
with  wir.o  from  a  gilt  cup  with  a 
covor.  his  titlo  was  proclaimed,  he 
w.aa  invested  with  a  tabort  of  royal 
arms,  richly  embroidered  upon  vel¬ 
vet;  a  collar  of  S.  S.,  with  two 
portcullics  of  silver  gilt;,  a  sceptre, 
tipped  wjth  the  monarch’s  armorial 
bearings Tand  last,  but  not  least  with 
a  crown,  solemnly  placed  on  his  head 
by  the  Earl  Marshal,  and  which  re¬ 
sembles  a  ducal  coronet,  with  this 
difference,  that  the  leaves  are  of  oak 
instead  of  strawberry,  and  that  it 
bears  the  following  inscription:— 
"Misere  nici  Dens  secundum  magnam 
miscrecordiam  Tuam."  Save  at  his 
own  coronation  tho  only  occasion  on 
which  Garter  King-at-Arms  *hprs  his 
crown  is  when  peers  and  peeresses  of 
tho  realm  don  their  coronets— that  is 
to  say,  at  that  particCilar  moment  of 
tho  coronation  ceremony  in  Westmin¬ 
ster  Abbey  when  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  places  the  royal  crown  on 
the  head  of  the  sovereign. 

HIS  SUCCESSORS. 

Whereas,  however,  the  kingly  dig¬ 
nity  of  Edward  VII.  will  pass  at 
his  death,  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  the  United  Kingdom,  to  his 
son,  tho  Prince  of  Wales,  the  suc¬ 
cession  to  the  crown  of  Garter  King- 
at-Arms  is  not  hereditary,  but  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  pleasure  of  tho  sov¬ 
ereign,  who  is  likely  to  nominate  to 
the  post  one  of  the  four  minor  Kings- 
nt-Arms,  These  consist  of  Sir  James 
Paul,  Lyon  King-at-Anns,  who  is  at 
the  head  of  the  Office  of  Arms  in 
Scotland;  Sir  Arthur  Vicars,  who, 
as  Ulster  King-at-Arms,  fulfils  the 
same  duties  with  regard  to  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Ireland:  George  Cokayne 

Clnrenceux  King-at-Arms,  and  Willi¬ 
am  Weldon,  Norroy  King-at-Arms, 
who  assisted  the  late  Sir  Albert 
Wood  in  his  multifarious  duties. 

While  King8-at-Arm8  have  existed 
since  the  reign  of  King  Edward  itl., 
the  office  of  Garter  King-at-Aihras 
was  first  instituted  in  the  year  1117 
by  Henry  V.f  who  decreed  that  its 
holder  should  not  only  be  the  princi¬ 
pal  dignitary  of  the  Order  of  the 
Garter  within  the  College  of  Arms, 
but  likewise  chief  of  all  the  other 
Kings-nt-Arms,  Heralds  and  Pur¬ 
suivants. 

To  Garter  belongs  "the  crrection  of 
arms  usurped  or  borne  unjustly  and 
the  power  of  granting  armorial  bear¬ 
ings  to  tnose  who  have  become  en¬ 
titled  thereto  bv  elevation  in  rank.” 
He  is  entrusted,  subject  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Earl  Marshall,  with  the 
arrangement  and  organization  of  ev¬ 
ery  state  pageant,  in  which  he  in¬ 
variably  figures  conspicuously.  de¬ 
termining  the  bewildering  intricacies 
of  the  Table  of  Precedence.  When 
any  newly  created  peer  takes  his  seat 
in  the  House  of  Lord9  for  the  first 
time,  it  is  the  Garter  King-at-Arms 
who  assigns  to  him  his  place  and 
supervises  his  initiation  as  an 
hereditary  legislator,  besides  wjiich 
he  is  charged  with  the  notification 
to  new  knights  of  their  appointment 
to  the  order.

and  the  four  characters  between  them 
divide  the  space  into  equal  portions. 
Thus,  when  tho  period  of  daylight  is 
longer  than  the  night,  the  day  i.ouis 
will  be  proportionately  longer  than 
those  at  night.  Another  peculiarity 
in  their  scale  is  that  they  use  only 
six  characters,  those  from  four  to 
nine,  and  these  read  backwards  in¬ 
stead  of  forwards.

jthe  Dominion  is  in  danger  of  losing 
one  of  its  important  industries. 

All  classes  of  the  community  are 
calling  for  n  system  of  bounties  up¬ 
on  both  seal  nncT  dogfish,  such  as  is 
paid  for  the  scalps  of  wolves.

It 
was  in  these  waters  that  old  Jacob 
Longtin  received  a  shock  and  an  in¬ 
jury  which  sent  him  away  from  tho 
seaboard  to  work  in  un  inland  town. 

The  old  man  had  been  one  of  the 
most  adventurous  souls  along  the 
const.  He  it  was  who,  when  ,  acting 
as  hnrpooner  in  Hudson’s  Bay  was 
knocked  overboard  by  a  blow  from 
a  whale’s  tail  and  dragged  through 
the  water  because  n  bight  of  the 
;  "fast”  line  hod  twisted 

AROUND  HIS  ANKLE. 

He  contrived  to  get  at  his  clasp 
knife,  open  it  and  sever  the  line. 
Though  much  exhausted  he  managed 
to  cling  to  the  bucket  to  which  the 
line  had  been  attached,  until  picked 
up  by  the  boats  of  another  ship.  ITo 
inristed  upon  setting  his  own  broken 
leg  and  made  a  good  job  of  it.  too. 

According  to  his  own  statement  he 
n^or  lost  his  godp  altogether  until 
one  day  when,  as  he  was  drifting  in 
his  fishing  boat  post  anlicosti.  he  id¬ 
ly  threw  an  old  bolt  Into  what  look¬ 
ed  like  a  mass  of  well  washed  wreck¬ 
age.

Longtin  declared^  In  an 
instant  the  head  was  aJpAside  the 
slowly  moving  boat,  and  lom  the 
depths  came  two  long,  prik  arms, 
twenty  feet  of  them,  w#h  pndlike 
suckers  on  one  side.  These  tvyo  feel¬ 
ers  coiled  themselves  about  tho  boat 
and  one  of  them  fastened  on  the 
man's  bare  arm.  Longtin  declares  he 
thought  his  very  life  and  soul  were 
being  dragged  out  of  him.  He  was 
being  pulled  from  his  seat,  when  his 
hand  met  the  handle  of  his  axe.  In 
.a  moment  he  struck  at  the  head,  but 
the  blow  glanced  from  tho  curved  bill 
as  from  solid  horn. 

II  s  n<»\t  blow  was  at  the  great 
limb  which  grasped  him.  and  this 
he  maimed  seriously.  The  pain  in  the 
injured  arm  increased  tenfold,  but  an¬ 
other  hock  at  the  snakelike  tentacle 
severed  it  altogether,  and  the  mon¬ 
ster  s|lnk  beneath  the  surface. 

Asked  if  he  noticed  any  discolorn- 
1i<#  of  the  water,  as  is  usual  w.hen 
the  cuttlefish  retreats,  Longtin  in¬ 
variably  answers,  "I.  tell  you.  every- 
sbing  was  black  just  then,  and  all  T 
am  sure  of  is  that  mv  arm  hurt  ns 
though  the  devil  had  hold  of  it.  and 
T  was  as  seasick  as  n  baby.” 

The  wound  on  his  arm  never  heal¬ 
ed.  The  doctors  said  it  was  nr 
U’O’-gh  he  had  been  cupped,  the  marks 
of  the  troth  with  which  each  sucker 
is  armed  being  distinctly  visible.

COLLEGE  OF  HERALDS. 

The  headquarters  of.  Garter  and 
Ills  two  subordinate  Kings-at-arms 
in  London  are  at  the  so-called  Col¬ 
lege  of  Heralds,  a  fine  old  building 
of  the  17th  century  in  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria  street.  Although  the  charter 
of  the  incorporation  of  the  Chapter 
ns  now  organized  dates  hack  only  to 
the  reign  of  King  Richard  III.,  whose 
signature  it  hears,  yet  the  college 
was  already  in  existence  in  the 
reign,  of  King  Edward  TIL  Tn  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  King-at-Arms  the  chap¬ 
ter  consists  of  a  dozen  Heralds,  bear¬ 
ing  the  heraldic  names  of  Somerset. 
Chester,  Windsor,  Richmond.  Lan¬ 
caster,  York.  etc.,  and  of  Pursui¬ 
vants.  The  latter  were  originally 
employed  to  apprehend  State  crimin¬ 
als.  whhnee  their  name.  Their  police 
duties  have  now  ceased.  They  as¬ 
sist  the  Kings-at-Arms  and  the  Her¬ 
alds  in  armorial  work  ns  well  ns  in 
the  management,  of  State  pageants, 
and  are  known  as  Rouge,  Croix,  Blue 
Mantle,  Portioullis  r&id  Rouge  Dra¬ 
gon 

FEES  COLLECTED. 

The  foes  collected  at  the  College  of 
Heralds  are  twofold  in  character, 
namely,  official  and  private,  t lie  for¬ 
mer  being  turned  over  to  the  na¬ 
tional  treasury,  while  the  latter  are 
divided  up  among  the  members  of  the 
chapter.  The  official  foes  are  large 
and  are  graduated  according  to  the 
magnitude  of  the  requirements.  Thus 
the  fee  for  a  now  grant  of  a  coat 
of  arms  costs  about  four  hundred 
dollars.  Peers  on  their  creation  or 
promotion,  bishops  on  their  iu^L)tu- 
lion  or  trunsation,  knights  ond  bar¬ 
onets  on  receiving  their  dignities 
have  each  to  pay  heavy  official  fees 
to  the  College  of  Heralds,  those  of  a 
dukedom  amounting  to  as  much  ns 
$8,000.  a  Knighthood  of  the  Garter 
being  even  still  more  expensive, 
while  an  ordinary  knighthood  mere¬ 
ly  entails  the  payment  of  a  few  hun¬ 
dreds.  The  private  business  of  the 
College  of  Heralds— that  is  to  say. 
the  moneys  which  its  members  re¬ 
ceive  and  which  they  do  not  turn  in¬ 
to  the  treasury.  hut  share  among 
themselves— -are  the  fees  which  are 
paid  by  individuals  anxious  to  prove 
their  descent  from  noble  families  of 
antiquity,  and  who  wish  to  have 
searches  made  in  the  records  at  the 
college  with  that  object  in  view. 
Only  those  who  are  cynical  enough  to 
realize  the  amazing  extent  of  hu¬ 
man  vanity  and  conceit  can  appre¬ 
ciate  why  it  is  that  the  sunjs  deriv¬ 
ed  from  this  source  far  exceed  all 
other  sources  of  revenue  that  fall  to 
the  share'  of  the  college.

Jiis  muzzle  is  the  gun,  so  to  speak, 
and  a  drop  of  water  serves  him  as  a 
bullet.  When  he  feels  that  his  din¬ 
ner-!  ime  is  approaching  he  moves 
;  slowly  *  through  the  water  till  ho 
!  reaches  a  Hank  overhung  by  foliage. 
Fere  he  slops.  with  his  muzzle  just 
I stic’  i  g  out  of  tlffc  water.  Patiently 
j  )  n  waits  until  some  unsuspecting  fly 
1  or  other  dainty  insect  settles  on  the 
foliage.  Then  lie  tukes  aim,  hard 
and  noire,  hits  the  insect,  and  knocks 
jit.  into  the  water,  where  it  is  gob- 
j  bled  up  to  form  the  repast  of  our 
jskilf.,1  chaetodon.  The  .Japanese 
’use  the  fish  as  a  household  pet,  and 
amuse  themselves  by  seeing  him 
shoot,  unwary  flies.  He  is  generally 
"at  home”  in  tbc  Indian  or  Polyne¬ 
sian  Seas,  and  likes  to  be  near  the 
mouths  of  rivers,  where  he  can  get 
moft  flies.  His  marking  is  curious, 
several  brownish  bands  encircling  his 
body,  and  his  beauty  is  greatly  en¬ 
hanced  by  a  circular  spot  edged  with 
white,  which  is  stuck  plumb  in  the 
centre  of  his  soft  dorsal  fin.

Many  (inquiries  have  been  made  by 
Ontario  farmers  regarding  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  smut  in  oats.  Exoeriments 


a  strong  solution  was  made  by  dlssolv*  I 
ing  one  pound  of  Copper  Sulphate 1 
(Bluestone)  in  one  gallon  of  water,  and  j 
then  immersing  the  oats  In  the  sola-, ! 
tion  for  a  period  of  five  minutes. 

(3)  Immersion  in  Bluestone  Solution 
for  twelve  hours— In  this  treatment : 
the  bluestone  solution  was  made  by 
disol ving  one  pound  oi  bluestone  in 

•  25  gallons  of  water,  and  the  oats 
|  were  immersed  in  the  solution  for  a 
period  of  twelvo  hours. 

(4)  Sprinkling  with  Bluestone  Soiu-  . 
,  tion. — This  solution  was  made  by  ; 
'  dissolving  one  pound  of  bluestone  in 

10  gallons  of  water,  which  was  used 
for  sprinkling  over  the  oats  until  they 
were  thoroughly  moistened  after  being 
’  carefully  stirred. 

■  (5)  Immersion  in  Potassium  Sul- 

:  plnde  Solution. — The  potassium  sul¬ 
phide  treatment  consisted  ii|  soaking 
the  seed  for  two  hours  in  a  solutiou 
made  by  di.-sol  vin<g  S  pounds  of  potass- 
j  ium  sulphide  in  50  gallons  of  water. 

(b)Immersion  in  diluted  formalin 
(formaldehyde.)  The  solution  of 
:  lormalin  used  for  the  immersion 
i  process  was  made  by  pouring  one  naif 
pint  of  the  formalin  iuto  21  gallons  of 
(  water,  and  the  seed  oats  weie  immois- 
I  td  in  the  solutiou  for  twenty  minutes, 
i  (7)  Sprinkjing  with  diluted  forma- 
j  lin. — Oue-balf  piut  of  formalin  was 
i  poured  into  5  gallons  of  water.  The 
J  oats  were  then  sprinkled  with  this 
|  solution  and  carefully  stirred  until  the 
j  grain  was  thoroughly  moistened. 

(3)  Untreated. — One  sample  of  oats 
,  of  each  variety  was  lift  untreated  in 
i  order  that  the  icfluenco  cf  th<>  various 
I  treatments  might  be  observed. 

Eight  lots  of  oats  of  each  variety 
|  were,  therefore,  used  for  this  experi- 
j  meut.  After  the  treatments  had  been 
|  coinpletid  a  few  hours,  the  oats  were 
carefully  sown  on  separate  plots. 
Wheu  the  oats  were  coming  into  head 
they  weie  examined  frequently  und  all 
smutted  heads  were  removed  and  care¬ 
fully  counted  from  day  to  day.  The 
following  table  gives  the  total  percent¬ 
age  of  smutted  heads  of  oats  from  each 
treatment  :

TREATMENT  FOR  SMUT  IN  OATS. 

Many  enquiries  hftve  been  made  by 
Ontario  farmers  regarding  the  treat 
ineut  of  amut  in  oats.  Experiments 
have  been  conducted  at  the  College  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  most  effectual 
remedies  which  can  be  used  for  this 
pest.  Two  varieties  of  oat  were  selec 
ed  in  the  tho  spring  of  1902,  and  again 
in  the  spring  of  1903,  and  uniform 
samples  from  each  variety  were  sub- 
rnitted  to  special  treatments  with  the 
object  of  killing  the  sporej  of  smut 
adhering  to  the  grain.  The  various 
treatments  were  as  follows  : 

(1)  Immersion  in  hot  water— For 
this  treatment,  the  grain  was  placed 
in  a  bag,  which  was  then  immersed  in 
water  at  about  115  degrees  F.  Soon 
afterwards  it  was  placed  in  water 
which  was  kept  at  a  temperature  be¬ 
tween  130  degrees  and  135  degrees  F. 
The  grain  was  occasionally  stirred  and 
was  allowed  to  remain  in  the  water 
for  a  period  of  lifteen  minutes.  It  was 
then  spread  out  on  a  clean  floor  to  dry. 
where  it  was  stirred  occasionally.

MONTREAL  PRODUCE  MER¬ 
CHANT’S  ASSOCIATION. 

Montreal,  February*.  21th,  1901. 
To  Dairymen. 

Gentlemen  t — Tho  Montroi.i  Mer¬ 
chants’  Association  desires  once  more 
to  record  its  objections  to  tho  maun, 
fact  ure  of  fodder  cheese,  either  at  the 
beginning  or  at  tho  end  of  the  season, 
believing  it  to  be  against  the  interests 
of  all  connected  with  the  manufacture 
of  full  grass  cheese,  from  the  fanner  to 
tho  exporter.  It  is  tho  opinion  o&ghis 
Association  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  tho  manufac'uro  of  fodder 
cheese  should  be  discontinued  and  a 
timo  for  tho  opening  nnd  clcs'ng 
of  cheese  fr.ctcrics  d( finitely  arrived 
at. 

The  amount  of  cheese  manufactured 
in  Canada  la9t  year  reached  the  large 
total  of  2.900,000  boxes,  being  about 
350,000  boxes  over  the  previous  year. 
This  was  largely  owing  to  the  exces¬ 
sive  manufacture  of  fodder  chceso  in 
March  and  April  aud  November  and 
December.  The  uncertainty  of  the 
extent  and  time  of  the  manufacture  of 
these  fodders,  together  with  tho  infer¬ 
ior  quality  produced,  tends  to  depress 
the  market,  creates  a  lowering  of  values 
and  fficttttl^e  prices  obtainable  dur¬ 
ing  the  whole  cf  the  summer  season. 
The  opinion  of  this  Association  is 
that  it  is  strongly  in  the  interest 
of  dairymen  that  tho  manufacture  of 
cheese  should  not  commence  before 
May  1st,  and  should  close  not  later 
than  November  15th.  If  this  is  do:ie 
a  steadier  market  would  result,  and  a 
hotter  average  price  would  be  obtained. 
The  question  of  what  to  do  with  the 
surplus  milk  during  tho  season  refer¬ 
red  to,  is  easily  settled  by  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  butter,  By  giving  closer 
attention  than  heretofore  to  thorequire- 
ments  of  tho  trade  in  butter,  tho 
quality  would  be  Very  much  improved, 
aud  we  soon  gain  a  reputation 

and  quick  market  for  goods  made  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter  and  cany  spring  months. 
Most  profitable  use  could  be  made  of 
the  skim  milk  for  the  feeding  of  stock. 

The  prospects  for  tho  profitable  man¬ 
ufacture  of  butter  have  never  been 
brighter  than  thpy  are  this  season. 
The  exportation  of  butter  from  Russia, 
which  is  assuming  large  proportions, 
will  probably*  be  much  curtailed  by  the 
war  between  that  country  and  Japan  1 
and  this  fact,  together  with  the  firm  ' 
advices  from  England,  should  bring  | 
about  higher  prices  iu  the  near  future. 
With  the  pretent  good  homo  trade  d> 
luatnl,  producers  of  choice  e  earner  yj 
butter  will  find  prices  profitable  ti.isj 
spring.  Tim  stock  of  cheese  iu  Great 
Britain  and  Uuuada,  is  now  almost  j 
double  that  of  last  year,  aud  if  many 
fodders  are  made,  it  is  bound  to  result 
iu  phenomenally*  low  prices  during  'lie 
uiing  season.

Cheap  commercial  acetylene  gas  was 
discovered  by  accident.  Willson,  a  sci¬ 
entific  experimenter,  believed  that  near¬ 
ly  all  metallic  oxides  could  lie  reduced 
to  a  metallic  state  by  heating  them  to 
an  extremely  high  temperature  by  the 
voltaic  arc  in  the  presence  of  free  car¬ 
bon.  Aluminium  luul  been  successfully 
reduced  in  this  way.  Mr.  Willson 
wished  to  obtain  metallic  calcium.  lie 
therefore  mixed  a  quantity  of  quick¬ 
lime  with  pulverized  coke  and  brought 
the  mixture  to  a  high  temperature  by 
the  action  of  the  voltaic  arc.  ’lie  ex¬ 
pected  to  obtain  a  while  metal,  but  in¬ 
stead  lie  appeared  to  produce  nothing 
but  slag.  This  was  thrown  into  the 
yard,  and  one  day  at  noon  while  the 
boys  were  having  their  luncheon  they 
picked  up  these  bits  of  slag  and  threw 
them  at  each  other.  One  piece  fell  into 
a  pail  of  water  and  produced  a  bub¬ 
bling  effect  and  a  strong  odor.  This  at¬ 
tracted  Mr.  Willson's  attention,  and 
upon  investigation  lie  found  that  the 
strong  smelling  gas  was  extremely  in¬ 
flammable.  Further  investigation  re¬ 
vealed  that  it  was  pure  acetylene  gas.—

Uvrclllnc*  In  Which  Ladders  Took 
the  Place  of  Stairways. 

Years  ago  a  story  was  told  of  a  naval 
officer  who  wanted  a  bouse  built  to 
please  his  own  taste  in  every  detail. 
He  drew  the  plans  himself,  placed  them 
in  the  hands  of  a  builder  and  instructed 
him  to  see  that  they  were  carried  out  in 
every  detail.  Then  he  went  to  sea  for 
a  year’s  cruise.  When  he  returned 
home  the  house  had  been  completed 
^vlth  the  utmost  regard  for  the  plans 
and  specifications  left  by  the  officer. 
He  was  taken  through  the  first  floor 
and  expressed  the  utmost  pleasure  In 
everything  he  saw. 

‘‘Now,”  he  said,  “we  will  go  upstairs 
and  sec  the  second  floor.” 

‘t  oiihj  right  out  this  way  where  wo 
have  a  ladder,”  replied  the  builder. 

The  seafaring  man  was  astonished, 
lie  had  planned  the  house  with  the 
greatest  care,  but  forgot  to  provide  for 
a  stairway. 

1  lie  story  of  the  naval  officer  has 
never  had  a  certificate  of  genuineness 
attached  to  it,  but  an  actual  case  In 
which  a  house  has  been  built  without 
a  stairway  is  on  record  in  Washington. 
It  finally  became  the  home  of  the  late 
John  Boyle,  who  was  fur  many  years 
chief  clerk  of  tue  navy  department  and 
"ho  died  in  1854.  leaving  a  largo  es¬ 
tate.  1  he  house  in  question  stood  on 
the  site  now  occupied  by  a  brewery  be¬ 
low  the  naval  observatory.  It  was  a 
pretentious  old  mansion,  located  in 
what  was  a  very  stylish  section  during 
the  days  of  the  elder  John  Boyle,  who 
came  to  this  country  in  the  early  years 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  The.  record 
is  not  clear  as  to  why  the  house  was 
constructed  without  a  staircase,  but 
there  Is  no  doubt  about  the  fact. 


GLOVES  IN  EARLY  DAYS. 

Tlirj-  Wore  Often  Made  to  lteprr*e«t 
Ihe  >litn  Who  Wore  Them. 

In  the  early  days  everything  was  not 
regulated  for  tin*  people,  as  it  Is  now, 
by  the  government  and  the  law  courts. 
Kurope  was  still  young  then,  and  peo¬ 
ple  had  rough  and  ready  means  of  deal¬ 
ing  with  one  another,  of  buying  and 
selling  or  giving  goods  and  property 
and  settling  disputes.  A  glove,  as  it 
was  very  close  indeed  to  a  man’s  hand, 
came  in  course  of  time  to  be  looked 
upon  as  taking  the  place  of  the  hand  it¬ 
self,  mid  sometimes  took  the  man’s 
place  and  was  made  to  represent  him. 

For  example,  to  open  a  fair  It  was 
necessary  then  to  have  the  consent  and 
protection  of  the  great  lord  in  whose 
country  it  was  going  to  bo  held.  Those 
who  wished  to  open  the  fair  would 
come  to  the  nobleman  and  petition  biin 
to  be  present.  He  might  be  very  busy, 
or  bored  at  the  idea  of  having  to  go.  yet 
he  would  know  that  it  must  be  opened 
or  his  people  would  be  discontented. 
So  be  would  say  to  the  leaders  of  the 
people:  “No,  my  trusty  fellows,  I  can’t 
open  the  fair  iii  person,  but  I  will  send 
my  glove  to  do  it.  You  all  know  my 
glove.  Nobody  has  one  like  It  in  the 
country.  It  Is  the  one  my  lady  mother 
embroidered  for  me  in  colored  silks  and 
silver  wire,  and  it  lias  a  deep  violet 
fringe.  You  can  hang  it  above  the  en¬ 
trance  of  your  fair  grounds  os  a  sign 
that  you  are  acting  with  my  permis¬ 
sion.  If  any  one  disputes  your  right  or 
touches  his  master’s  glove  I  will  attend 
to  him;  that’s  all!”  So  the  glove  would 
travel  in  state  to  open  the  fair.— St. 
Nicholas.

The  Haunted  House. 

There  is,  not  far  from  Lake  Huron,  an 
old  log  house,  that  has  atood  for  over 
one  hundred  years,  closely  hidden  among 
the  trees,  partly  of  an  orchard  and 
partly  wild  wood,  that  have  grown  up 
around  it.  I  do  not  know  why  it  is  so, 
but  among  those  trees  gno  one  ever 
hears  the  song  of  a  bird  or  the  chirp  of 
the  squirrel.  What  happened  there  to

It  has  no  other  name.  No  one  speaks 
of  it  as  the  dwelling  of  any  particular 
person,  although  the  household  goods 
of  two  of  its  inhabitants  still  remain  in 
the  room  used  by  them  as  bedroom  and 
kitchen.

Lights  are  seen  moving  at  early  evening 
time  from  the  grave  near  the  back  of 
the  house,  out  around  the  yard,. as  if 
sonio  one  were  looking  to  see  if  there 
were  intruders  among  the  trees  and 
shrubbery,  and  when  satisfied  that  no 
one  is  there,  they  go  into  the  house, 
nnd  then  the  sound  of  spinning 
is  heard.  What  is  being  spun?  What 
do  the  dead  need  of  the  product  of  the 
spinning-wheel?  Who  will  use  the  gar¬ 
ments  woven  from  this  mysterious  yarn? 
It  is  no  use  to  ask  the  neighbors,  for 
each  of  them  has  a  wild  theory  of  the 
doings  st  the  old  house,  and  none  of 
them  has  ever  dared  to  investigate. 
Wnat  is  the  history  of  the  old  house? 

No  one  seems  to  know  just  when  it 
was  built,  but  it  was  there  when  men 
who  are  now  over  fifty  were  children. 
It  jnust  be  that  It  is  over  a  hundred 
years  old,  and  was  there  when  around 
it  the  woods  were  inhabited  by  the  In¬ 
dians.  No  one  has  built  near  it,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  two  women,  no 
one  has  occupied  it  in  the  time  within 
man’s  memory.  Why  did  those  women 
occupy  it,  and  who  were  they? 

There  is  a  mystery  about  the  first 
one  of  these  women.  She  came  into  the 
woods  from  somewhere  never  revealed/ 
by  her.

“The  expression  is 
commendable,  if  the  rose  from  any 
na turn  11  propcrtic  may  be  the  symbole 
of  silence,”  nnd  goes  on  to  quote  some 
Latin  lines  which  represent  the  rose-  j 
bud  folded  in  its  sheath  as  an  emblem 
of  closed  lips. 

lie  also  speaks  of  the  secrecy  to  be 
observed  “in  society  and  computation, 
from  the  ancient  custom©  in  Symposi- 
ncke  meetings  to  wear  chaplets  of  roses 
about  their  heads.” 

Others  derive  the  expression  from  the 
fable  that  Gupid  gave  h  rose  to  Ilar- 
poerates,  the  god  of  silence,  as  a  bribe 
to  prevent  the  disclosure  of  the  amours 
of  Venus.

After  the  war  Yamagata  was  made 
a  Marquis  and  the  -now  military  rank 
of  Field  Marshal  was  established,  to 
which  he  was  promoted.  The  active 
interference  of  Russia,  backed  by 
France  and  Germans',  which  deprived 
Japan  of  the  fruits  of  her  victory, 
led  the  Government  to  seek  some  un¬ 
derstanding  that  would  preserve  tho 
independence  of  Corea.  Yamagata 
was  appointed  special  Ambassador 
for  this  purposo  and  proceeded  to  j 
St.  Petensburg,  wliere  lie  effected  the 
treaty  which  is  the  basis  of  Japan’s 
latest  demands  upon  Russia.  Not 
trusting  altogether  to  this,  Japan 
proceeded  to  double  her  army  and 
greatly  increase  her  navy.  Several 
officers  were  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Field  Marshal  in  the  array  and 
an  een«i  rank  in  the  navy  und  or¬ 
ganized  into  a  Supreme  Council  of 
War.  Of  this  Yamagata  was  made 
chief,  a  position  which  he  still  holds. 
Considering  tho  season  of  the  year 
and  the  fact  that  he  is  over  sixty- 
live  years  old  and  rather  frail  physi¬ 
cally,  it  is  improbable  that  he  will 
take  the  field  in  person,  but  in  any 
case  he  will  occupy  much  tho  same 
place  in  this  war  that  Von.

Bill.  YAMAGATA’S  CAREER 

JAPAN’S  GREAT  COMMAND¬ 
ER'S  EMINENT  SERVICES. 

Kc  Is  Over  Sixty-fivo  Xcars  of 
A£c,  and  Is  Not  Physically 
Strong. 

The  generals  who  are  leading  the 
Japanese  armies  against  Russia  are 
men  who  have  proved  their  skill  and 
elliciency.  They  have  seen  actual 
service,  and  have  fought  over  the 
very  ground  where  they  now  meet  the 
Russians.  The  first  on  the  list  in 
order  of  service  is  Field  Marshal 
Ynmagata.  who  is  not  only  first  in 
rank,  but  easily  first  in  the  esteem  of 
the  Japanese  public  and  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Government.  lie  is  a 
veteran  of  many  wars,  having  begun 
service  in  the  struggle  that  restored 
tho  Emperor  to  power  in  1808.  In 
the  following  year  he  visited  Russia 
and  France,  studying  military  sub¬ 
jects.  In  3872  lie  became  Assistant 
Secretary  oi  War— .a  position  which 
in  Japan  is  always  held  by  a  gener¬ 
al  otllcer  of  the  army.  In  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  he  was  made  Lieutenant- 
General.  ’AlL|L A wo  years  later  Secre¬ 
tary  oi  War. 

The  next  year  saw  Japan  in  the 
throes  of  n  fierce  civil  war.  The  re¬ 
bellion  was  led  by  her  greatest  sol¬ 
dier.  Field  Marshal  Snigo.  who  had 
with  him  some  50,000  of  her  best- 
t rained  men.  The  Government  was 
compelled  to  put  forth 

ITS  GREATEST  STRENGTH. 

An  Imperial  Prince  was  appointed  to 
the  nominal*  command,  but  as  Chief 
of  Staff  Yunmgatu  was  the  real  Gcn- 
eral-in-chief,  and  led  the  forces  which 
crushed  the  rebellion.  Suigo  having 
been  slain.  Yamugata  became  the 
first  military  man  in  the  empire,  and 
was  promoted  to  the  full  rank  ot 
General. 

Being  a  man  of  great  mental  abil- 
itV.  boundless  energy  and  strong 
personality,  he  soon  became  almost 
as  prominent  in  the  political  world 
as  in  the  military,  and  shared  with 
Marquis  Ito  the  position  of  greatest 
influence  with  the  Emperor.  He  was

HENS  AND  THEIR  EGGS. 

A  Dealer  Tells  of  Their  Freakc  and 
Idiosyncrasies. 

“There  is  a  lot  about  hens  and 
their  eggs  that  people  don’t  suspect.” 
sa.V9  a  dealer  in  eggs  and  poultry. 
"For  instance,  here  is  an  egg  that 
would  l\e  a  rooster  if  it  were  hatch¬ 
ed.  And  here  is  one  that  would  de¬ 
velop  a  i  on. 

’  How  do  1  know  ?  I  learned  it  by 
long  experience  with  eggs  and  their 
habits.  The  small  end  of  a  lion's  egg 
will  be  either  smooth  as  marble  or 
wrinkled  like  a  nutmeg.  Some  |  eoplo 
won’t  buy  eggs  that  are  wrinkled, 
because  wrinkles,  they  say,  are  a 
sure  sign  of  ago.  That  is  true,  but 
not  when  applied  to  eggs. 

•  A  I  oil’s  egg  with  a  wrinkled 
small  end  s.imply#  indicates  t.’.at  it 
holds  a  rooster.  ’  A  hen  is  always 
enclosed  within  the  egg  with  a 
smooth  end.  But  both  eggs  taste 
alike.  Each  has  its  i roper  share 
of  phosphorus,  olein,  albumen,  sul*- 
ph’ur.  casein  and  margarine. 

“There  is  water,  too,  a-plenty  in 
a  fresh  lain  egg,  but  no  more  than 
there  is  in  a  hammer.  As  long  as 
you  can  keep  air  out  of  jour  egg  it 
Will  remain  sweet  and  fresh;  but  no¬ 
body  has  succeded  in  keeping  it  out 
more  than  six  days  without  sub¬ 
jecting  it  to  artificial  treatment. 
Otherwise  oxygen  is  bound  to  find 
its  way  tlr.ough  the  egg  shell’s 
pores,  and  the  only  way  to  save  that, 
egg  then  is  to  eat  it. 

“It  sounds  funny,  but  the  instant 
you  give  your  egg  fresh  air  you  ruin 
its  health. 

“As  to  hens  themselves,  there  is 
no  accounting  for  the  freaks  they 
often  show  themselves  capable  of  in 
laying  and  hatching  their  eggs.  Now, 
what  sort  of  consistency  is  there  in 
a  hen  ulinost  big  enough  to  cat  her 
corn  ofl  the  top  of  u  barrel  laj  ing 
an  egg  no  bigger  than  a  sugar 
-dum  ?  And  why  should  a  hen  you 
can  almost  cover  with  a  quart  bowl 
get  it  into  her  head  that  unless  she 
lays  an  egg  that  will  weigh  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  pound  or  so  she  is  not  do¬ 
ing  her  duty  to  herself  or  family  ? 

“And  who  may  account  for  tho 
purpose  that  seems  to  actuate  hens 
in  now  and  then  laying  three  or  four 
eggs  at  one  time,  one  inside  of  tho 
other,  like  a  nest,  of  Japarfese  jars? 

“Yet  such  freaks  are  only  a  few 
that  are  common  in  the  poultry 
yard.  Out  of  a  setting  of  eggs  one 
of  mv  bons  hutched  once,  one  egg 
produced  a  livo  chick  with  four  fully 
developed  legs  and  four  eyes,  while 
in  another  egg  from  which  no 
chick  pecked  its  way  I  found  a  dead 
one  with  neither  legs  nor  eyes.  rlhal 
extra  pair  of  legs  and  eyes  the  livo 
chick  came  out  with,  plainly  enough 
belonged  to  the  dead  one. 

“Now,  by  whnt  sleigh t-of-hatch  did 
the  hen  fit  out  the  one: with  a  double 
allowance  of  legs  and  eyes  at  the 
expense  of  the  other  one  s  physical 
make-up  and  its  life?  But  l  sup¬ 
pose  she  knew  what  she  was  doing. 
She  laid  tho  eggs  as  well  as  hatched 

“Yes  indeed.  There  are  few  things 
in  nature.  I  want  to  tell  you.  as 
ouecr  as  hens  eggs  and  their  possi¬ 
bilities  and  the  idiosynrroasics  of

THE  CZAR’S  RING. 

I  The  C^ar  of  Russia  is  said  to  be 
very  superstitious,  and  to  have  great 
confidence  in  relics.  He  wears  a  ring 
in  which  he  believes  is  embedded  a 
piece  of  the  true  Cross.  It  was  ori¬ 
ginally  one  of  the  treasures  of  tho 
Vatican,  and  was  presented  to  an 
ancestor  of  the  Czar  for  diplomatic 
.reasons.  The  value  which  it k  owner 
!  sets  upon  the  ring  with  its  embedded 
relic  is  shown  by ^tho  following 
Some  years  ago  he;  was  travelling 
from  St.  Petersburg  to  Moscow, 
!  when  he  suddenly  di  covered  that  he 
had  forgotten  the  ring.  The  train 
was  stopped  immediately,  and  a 
special  messenger  sent  back  in  an 
express  for  it;  nor  would  the  Czar 
'allow  tho  train  to  move  until,  eight 
j  hours  afterwards,  the  messenger  re- 
I  turned  with  the  ring.

•Japanese  destroyers,  nineteen  in 
number,  whereas  the  Viper,  equipped 
with  Parsons  engines,  made  32  knots 
before  her  accidental  destruction. 

The  newest  type  of  torpedo  boat 
is  the  submarine.  This  style  of  ves¬ 
sel  runs  on  the  surfneo  until  within 
a  mile  or  two  of  the  enemy,  then  be¬ 
comes  partially  or  entirely  submerged 
and  completely  disappears  from  sight 
Just  before  discharging  a  projectile. 
So  long  as  its  smokestack  can  he 
allowed  to  stick  up  out  of  water  the 
boat  is  propelled  by  gasolene  engines. 
When  she  dives  the  screw*  are  driven 
by  storage  batteries  and  an  electric 
motor.  Even  on  the  surface  these 
boats  run  slowly,  none  yet  built 
making  more  than  ton  or  eleven  knots 
or  travelling  faster  than  six  or  eight 
when  fully  immersed.  They  .are  also 
much  smaller  than  the  average  de¬ 
stroyer.  Boats  of  this  kind  are 
provided  with  additional  mechanism 
to  maintain  a  level  course  under  the 
surface,  to  take  in  and  eject  water 
rapidly,  and  for  making  observations 
when  the  hull  is  completely  out  of 
sight.  For  this  last  purpose  an  op¬ 
tical  instrument  of  peculiar  construc¬ 
tion  is  mounted  at  the  very  top  of  a 
tube,  which  stands  up  like  a  tiny 
smokestack,  and  in  which  mirrors, 
or  prisms,  transmit  the  picture  to 
an  observer  inside  the  boot.  The 
method  of  discharging  a  torpedo  is 
|1m  same  with  e  submarine  as  with 
<11  other  torpedo  boat.

Chocolate  Bavarian  Cream.—  A 
refreshing  dessert  for  a  hot  day  is 
Bavarian  cream  with  chocolate.  and 
its  manufacture  is  quite  simple. 
Boil  together  a  pint  of  cream.  or 
rich  milk,  and  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
sugar;  when  nearly  cool,  flavor  with 
vanilla,  and  add  the  yolks  of  four 
eggs  well  beaten,  and  two  sticks  of 
chocolate  which  have  been  dissolved 
in  a  little  hot  water.  When  it  has 
become  quite  cold  stir  in  a  pint  of 
cream  which  has  been  whipped  to  a 
still  froth.

Perfectly  delicious  for  afternoon 
ten,  or  for  u  “high  tea/'  are  grate- 
aux  aux  pistaches,  or  pistuche  cakes 
Heat  up  five  ounces  each  of  butter 
and  fine  sugar,  six  nunces  of  flour, 
and  three  eggs  w.cll  beuten.  adding 
the  flour  and  eggs  alternately.  Bako 
this  mixture  in  a  shallow  tin.  When 
quite  cold  cut  it  into  rounds  with 
a  large  pastry  cutter;  cover  these 
rounds  with  apricot  or  peach  mar¬ 
malade,  und  pile  each  above  the 
other.  Cover  the  Inst  layer  with  a 
little  of  the  marmalade  and  then 
sprinkle  very  thickly  with  blanched 
pistachio  nuts.

Sewers  Flushed  With  It  and 

Streets  Sprinkled. 

Several  years  ego  tho  city  council 
.  cf  Hastings,  England,  tried  the  ex¬ 
periment  of  employing  sen  water  for 
i  watering  the  streets  and  flushing  t).e 
!  fewer*,  und  their  example  was  soon 
1  followed  by  the  local  authorities  of 
a  number  of  other  towns  on  tho 
|  coast.  The  wastefulness,  not  to 

,  say  folly,  of  using  for  such  purposes 
j  water  thut  had  at  considerable  labor 
j  and  expense  been  filtered  to  the 
I  highest  uttanable  degree  of  purity 
{seemed  obvious,  und  though,  of 
, course,  it  involved  the  installation 
of  a  separate  system  of  pumping 
.station,  mains  and  hydrants.  the 
fact  that  the  supply  was  inexhausti¬ 
ble  and  itself  cost  absolutely  nothing 
i  was  so  evident  that  it  was  strange 
j  t  hat  this  source  had  been  neglected 
so  long. 

I  The  sanitary  and  economic  results 
(seemed  more  than  to  Justify  the  in- 
j  novation,  for.  to  say  nothing  of  its 
(slightly  antiseptic  action,  the  hy¬ 
groscopic  property  of  the  salt  caused 
(the  effects  of  each  watering  to  last 
for  a  much  longer  time,  und  the 
(surface  of  the  roadway  was  believed 
j  by  sonic  to  be  more  compact  and 
■cohesive  than  when  fresh  water  was 
(employed.  Besides  the  retrenchment 
!  the  new  system  presented  b  direct 
source  of  revenue  in  the  demand  by 
many  private  householders  for  a  salt 
water  fcrvice  to  their  bathrooms  so 
that  they  might  enjoy  the  luxury  of 
iCa- bathing  at  home. 

'  But  a  few  years’  experience  has  un- 
fortunatelv  brought  about  no  small 
disillusionment;  the  owners  cW  car¬ 
riages  complain  of  the  destructive  ac- 
jtion  of  the*  salt  inuil  on  the  varnish 
land  puint.  and  the  tradesmen  com¬ 
plain  of  the  injury  inflicted  on  goods 
f  all  kinds  by  the  salt  dust  and  its 
ibsequcnt  del  ique- rente.  Lastly, 
users  themselves,  the  local  nu- 
orities  anti  their  customers,  have 
iscovercd  that  the  salt  water  ex¬ 
erts  such  a  corrosive  and  generally 
destructive  net  ion  on  metal  pipes 
and  fittings  that  the  number  of  per¬ 
sons  contracting,  for  a  domestic  sup¬ 
ply  has  fallen  from  200  to  two.  and 
the  leakage  from  the  joints  of  the 
street  mains  has  caused  the  death 
of  the  trees  planted  in  ihe  best 
.‘treets  and  promenades.,  so  that  the 
engineer  to  the  corporation  that  had 
1)1*011  the  pioneer  in  the  movement 
finds  himself  compelled,  in  nn  ex¬ 
haustive  report  of  its  experience,  to 
admit  that  the  system  hns  proved 
a  complete  failure.

DIRECTS  RUSSIA'S  MIT 

GEN.  KOUROPATKIN  IS  A 
GALLANT  SOLDIER. 

Hat  Mad*  a  Glorious  Record  in 

Every  Russian  War 
Since  1866. 

General  Alcxciff  Nicholavitch  Kour- 
opatkin,  who  has  Just  been  appointed 
to  tho  supreme  military  command  of 
tho  Russian  forces  in  tho  Far  East, 
has  since  1898  been  Minister  of  War 
in  the  Russian  Empire.  Ho  was  edu¬ 
cated  In  the  theory  of  arms  at  tho 
best  of  the  Russian  military  schools, 
trained  to  practice  under  the  greatest 
of  modern  Husaian  warriors,  General 
Mikhael  Skobcleff,  made  a  glorious 
record  in  every  important  Russia^ 
war  since  1866.  and  worked  hit  way 
up  from  sub-lieutenant  in-  that  year 
to  the  command  of  the  army  in  1897. 
His  executive  abilities  have  been  put 
to  the  severest  and  most  successful 
tests  in  tho  governorship  of  the 
Trans-Caspain  district,  and  In  the 
oberous  office  which  is  occupied  at 
present,  and  he  has  worn  more  decor¬ 
ations  than  any  one  breast  could 
wear  at  any  one  time. 

mkc  most  Russian  officers,  he  cornea 
from  tho  ancient  nobility.  For  cen¬ 
turies  his  family  has  played  a  lead¬ 
ing  part  in  the  local  government  of 
Pskoff,  where  their  ancestral  estates 
are  situated. 

Hero  ho  waa^>orn  on  March  17, 
1848,  After  completing  the  courses 
of  the  Cadet  Corps  School  and  of  the 
Imperial  Military  College  in  St. 
Petersburg,  ho  obtained  s  commis¬ 
sion  ns  sub-lieutenant  in  the  Turk¬ 
estan  Rifles.  He  was  than  only  eigh¬ 
teen. 

The  various  tribes  nffd  nations 
which  occupied  the  vast  territory, 
then  known  simply  as  Turkestan, 
were  in  a  condision  of  will  disorder, 
ana  were  united  only  in  a  common 
hatred  for  the  Christians. 

CAPTURE  OF  SAMARCAXD. 

In  June.  1864,  an  expedition  under 
General  Cheniaiefl'  had  been  sent  into 
that  portion  of  what  is  now  West 
Turkestan,  which  lav  just  across  tho 
then  borders  of  Asiatic  Russia.  Task- 
kend  had  fallen  in  June.  1866.  Just 
before  Kouropatkin’s  arrival  on  the 
scene  the  important  victory  of  Irian 
hnd  been  won  by  8.000  Russians,  ov¬ 
er  411.000  Bokharans.  under  their 
Emir.  Kouropatkin  participated  in 
all  the  subsequent  hostilities  which 
culminuted  in  the  capture  of  Snmar- 
cancMlfcbr  Emir’s  capital.  A  treaty 
was  concluded.  which  left  Bokhara 
politically  free,  but  transferred  Sam- 
arennd  to  Russia. 

Kouropatkin  returned  to  St.  Pet¬ 
ersburg  with  t he*  rank  of  lieutenant, 
to  continue  his  military  studies  in 
tlje  Academy  of  the  General  Staff. 
In  1871,  ns  the  most  brilliant  gra¬ 
duate  of  the  academy,  he  was  sent 
abroad  to  study  miiiturv  conditions 
in  various  European  countries.  In 
France  President  MacMahon  invited 
him  to  take  part  in  the  manoeuvres 
at  Metz.  Here  he  displayed  such 
strategic  ability  that,  he  was  decor¬ 
ated  with  the  cross  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor,  being  the  first  Russian  fo 
win  that  distinction.  He  was  in  Al¬ 
giers  with  the  French  general  Laver- 
denu  in  1874.  and  there  accumulated 
thi*  materials  for  his  first  book. 
‘Algeria,’’  which  was  published  in 
1877. 

CHIEF  OF  STAFF. 

In  1876  he  was  back  again  in  Tur¬ 
kestan.  ussistiiig  Geoaral  S^pbeleff  in 
the  conquest  of  Khoknnd.  This  pro¬ 
vince  was  .annexed  by  Russia  under 
the  new  name  of  Ferghana.  Skobeleff 
was  appointed  governor,  with  Kouro¬ 
patkin  as  his  chief  of  stuff. 

Wnr  with  Turkey  broke  out  on  Ap¬ 
ril  21,  1877.  Skobeleff  and  Kouro¬ 
patkin  were  summoned  back  to  Rus¬ 
sia.  Constantinople  was  to  be  tak¬ 
en.  Between  Russian  and  Const  anti 
noplc  lay  three  greut  barters— the  riv¬ 
er  Danube,  the  .Turkish  strongholds  in 
I  Bulgaria  and  the  Balkan  Mountains.

THE  LIGHT  BRIGADE. 

A  Russian  Survivor  of  the  Day 
Tells  His  Experiences. 

—  That  the  charge  of  the  Light  Hr  i- 
gadc  seemed  to  or, lookers  a  piece  of 
magnificent  folly  is  evident  from  all 
reminiscences  of  that  day.  First 
came  the  attack  of  the  Heavy  Bri¬ 
gade  upon  three  thousand  Russian 
cavalry.  Then,  later  In  the  day,  the 
attempt  to  recapture  seven  g>*ns 
taken  from  the  Turks  by  the  Rus¬ 
sians  in  their  first  advance  upon  the 
redoubts  led  to  the  charge  of  the 
Light  Brigade. 

"When  wc  saw  the  Engfi.-b  coming 
at  us,”  says  n  Russian  soldier, 
"there  was  but  one  thought.  'Whnt 
fools  !’  we  suit!.  Wc  never  dreamed 
they  would  charge.” 

Ivan  Ivanovitc-h,  a  Russian  sur¬ 
vivor  of  the  day,  says  in  his  "Recol¬ 
lections”:  "We  were  so  sorry  for 
them.  They  were  fine  soldiers,  and 
had  such  fine  horses.  Hut  the  charge 
—it  was  the  maddest  thing  ever 
dona.  We  could  no!  understand  it. 
I  had  been  in  the  *  harge  by  the 
Heavv  Brigade  in  the  morning,  nnd 
was  wounded.  Vo  had  all  unsuddled 
and  were  tired.  Suddenly  there  was 
a  cry,  'The  English  arc  coming  !’ 

"Our  colonel  wns  angry,  and  order¬ 
ed  the  men  to  give  no  quarter. 

"I  was  lying  down  with  my  wound 
bandaged  when  f  saw  them  coining. 
We  thought  they  wore  drunk,  from 
the  way  they  held  their  lance*.  In¬ 
stead  of  carrying  ihem  under  their 
armpits  they  waved  them  in  the  air. 
Of  course,  they  weic  easier  to  guard 
against  like  that. 

"Those  men  were  mad.  and  never 
seemed  to  think  of  the  tremendous 
numbers  ogninst.  them,  nor  of  the 
fearful  slaughter  that  had  taken 
place  in  their  ranks  during  thnt  des¬ 
perate  ride.  Then  they  neared  us. 
nnd  dashed  in  among  us.  shouting, 
cheering  and  cursing.  I  never  saw 
anything  like  it.  They  were  irresis¬ 
tible,  and  our  men  were  quite  de¬ 
moralized.”

Put 
the  apple  into  the  dish  without  dis¬ 
turbing  the  crumbs  Over  the  sur¬ 
face  put  an  inch  thick  layer  of 
crumbs  dotted  with  a  few  bits  of  but¬ 
ter  nnd  bake  the  pudding  until  the 
crumbs  at  the  sides  are  brown.  Turn 
a  platter,  just  large  enough  to  en¬ 
close  the  dish  within  its  rim  over 
the  pudding  dish,  quickly  turn  both 
upside  down  so  that  the  pudding 
will  slip  out  on  the  plotter,  dust  it 
with  powdered  sugar,  nnd  serve  it 
hot. 

HINTS  TO  HOUSEKEEPERS. 

Chloride  of  lime  should  be  scatter¬ 
ed  at  least  once  a  week  under  sinks 
and  in  all  those  places  where  sewer 
gas  is  liable  to  lurk. 

When  the  rubber  rollers  of  your 
wringer  become  sticky,  as  they  very 
often  do  after  wringing  flannel,  rub 
with  kerosene  and  wipe  dry  nnd  they 
will  be  nice  nnd  smooth. 

Put  1  qt.  sauerkraut  in  a  baking 
dish  and  cover  the  top  with  bacon 
sliced  very  thin.  Hake  about  half 
an  hour,  or  until  it  is  well  browned 
on  the  lop  nnd  sides. 

When  cleaning  a  fowl,  use  a  ten- 
spoon  of  soda  to  1  qt.  of  warm  wa¬ 
ter.  also  a  cloth,  nnd  you  will  see 
the  necessity  of  the  washing. 

If  you  spill  ink  on  your  carpet, 
apply  at  once  fresh  skimmed  milk, 
rubbing  well  with  a  cloth  until  the 
stain  disappears.  Then  sponge  ofT 
with  clear  water  nnd  cover  with  a 
paper  until  dry. 

A  pancake  turner  is  very  convenient 
for  lifting  poached  eggs  from  the 
water,  or  to  tried  ecgv  bom 

the  frying-pan. 

Cheese,  beans,  peas,  eggs.  meats, 
and  milk  are  rich  in  nitrogen;  rice, 
wheat,  oats,  corn,  barley.  peas 
beans  and  potatoes,  in  starch;  cheese 
meats,  eggs  and  milk  in  futs;  vege¬ 
tables.  fruits,  radishes  and  condi¬ 
ments  in  suits,  acids  nhd  flavors. 

A  steak,  to  retain  its  juices,  should 
he  cooked  in  the  quickest,  manner 
possible  consistent  with  safety  from 
burning,  and  not  seasoned  until  plac¬ 
ed  upon  the  tuble. 

Warmed-over  meats  fill  the  stomach 
nnd  seem  to  satisfy  hunger,  but  they 
do  not  contribute  to  vital  energy  or 
maintain  the  purity  of  l  the  blood  ns 
do  meats  that,  have  not  been  cooked 
to  denth.  Economy  may  compel  us 
to  utilize  them,  but  we  should  strike 
to  avoid  cooking  so  much  that  it.

once. 

Where  milk  is  not  to  be  had.  or 
there  is  but  little  to  use.  cornstnrch 
may  take  its  place  in  pudding  sauces, 
white  saucel  etc.,  especially  if  butter 
and  eggs  ure  used.  Mix  the  corn¬ 
starch— two  tablespoonfuls— with  a 
fit  tie  cold  water;  cook  it  by  adding 
a  pint  of  hot  water,  letting  it  cook 
thoroughly,  then  when  a  little  cool, 
beat  iu  one  egg.  thoroughly  beaten. 
Return  to  the  Are  for  o  minute  or 
two.  then  season  with  salt,  a  lump 
of  bui  ter.  or  whatever  seasoning  you 
j. refer— chopped  parsley  is  good.  This 
makes  a  white  sauce  good  to  serve 
with  boiled  onions,  warmed  over  veal, 
dried  beef  or  salt  fish,  like  xod- 
fish  or  finnan  haddie,  or  with  the 
addition  of  sugar  and  the  juice  of  a 
lemon,  and  lemon  extract,  makes  a 
fairly  good  pudding-saucc. 

When  sofa  pillows  that  are  filled 
with  down  or  feathers  lose  their  elas¬ 
ticity  and  become  hard  and  slightly 
matted,  they  can  be  restored  to  their 
original  condition  by  simply  hanging 
them  out  of  doors  for  the  day.  Down

Tlie  return  game  between  Napanee  and 
Ccboure,  in  the  semi  tinuls  iu  the  Trent 
Valley  Hockey  League  was  played  here  on 
Friday  evening.  Shortly  after  eight  o’clock 
the  teams  made  their  appearance  upon  the 
ico,  and  ‘‘Chaucer”  Elliot,  of  Kingtton, 
"the  King  of  hockey  referees,”  Boon  had 
them  lined  up  in  position  and  the  game 
was6tartcd.
